Allison made the first 
planting at the Everglades Ex- 
periment Station in 1929 but it 
was not until 1943-44 when 
Newport Industries, Inc. be- 
came interested in this fiber on 
a commercial basis that the 
project really began to take 
form as a potential industry for 
this section.” 

“Until 1953 all the fiber 
stalks cut in three crops, about 
30 tons per acre, was hauled to 
a central plant and.run through 
the Krupp-Corona decorticator. 
However, the rapidly mounting 
interest of the small farmer 
caused an ever increasing 
amount of effort in the develop- 
ment of a satisfactory field har-

“The largest grower of ramie, 
Newport Industries, Inc., with 
2000 acres produced 1,700,000 
pounds of dry ribbons for 1954. 
Of this amount about 200,000 
pounds were degummed in the 
companies plant at Clewiston,

sumption. The balance was sold 
for export to Japan, Switzer- 
land, France and Germany. 
Other growers, including Ar- 
lington Ranch 160 acres; Alec 
Ramey 360 acres; Shawano De- 
velopment Corporation 1000 
acres and the Kruse Brothers 
200 all will produce market- 
able fiber as well as root stock 
for acreage expansion in the 
Belle Glade aréa. However, by 
the end of 1955 there should be 
a total of 4000 acres or more 
producing ramie fiber. This, it
